Crime  Class  Students 
Tour  U.  S.  Prison 

Robert  Dawson,  instructor, 
and  35  students  from  the  Crime 
and  Delinquency  Class  toured 
the  maximum  security  Federal 
Prison  at  Leavenworth,  Kas., 
last  Wednesday. 

The  group  was  shown  one 
of  the  prison’s  cell  blocks,  the 
cafeteria-style  dining  hall,  the 
auditorium,  and  the  chapel. 

The  men  in  the  group  were 
then  separated  from  the  wom¬ 
en  and  were  taken  through  the 
shoe  factory,  the  brush  fac¬ 
tory,  the  print  shop,  the  furni¬ 
ture  factory,  and  the  tailor 
shop,  where  the  inmates  are 
taught  a  trade. 

The  students  learned  that 
Leavenworth  is  the  last  stop 
for  those  delinquents  consider¬ 
ed  incorrigible.  These  2,000 
men  are  held  in  check  by  a 
staff  of  150  and  the  prospect 
of  losing  “good”  time  if  they 
riot.

“I  want  more  power  for  the 
student  body  and  the  Student 
Senate  in  governing  their  own 
affairs.  A  large  step  in  this  di¬ 
rection  would  be  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  student  budgetary 
committee.  I  want  to  see  vot¬ 
ing  done  by  the  student  body 
as  a  whole  rather  than  by 
class.  This  would  make  elec¬ 
tions  more  efficient  and  inter¬ 
esting  to  the  students.  I’d  like 
to  see  more  TV’s  on  campus." 

McAvoy,  president  of  GDI 
and  a  member  of  Dialogue 
pointed  out,  “1  want  the  stu¬ 
dent  senate  to  become  an  im¬ 
portant  and  powerful  organiza¬ 
tion  on  campus  and  see  that 
there  is  better  communication 
between  the  senate  and  the 
students  it  represents.”

What  Awaits  College  Men? 

Graduation  from  college  means  many  things  to  many 
people— a  hard  earned  degree,  a  new  ear,  a  high  salaried 
occupation,  or  perhaps  even  a  wedding  ring. 

Hut  to  the  young  man  who  hasn’t  been  in  the  armed 
forces,  graduation  means  a  time  of  uncertainity  and  inde¬ 
cision. 

Gone  is  his  2-S  classification  if  lie  terminates  his  edu¬ 
cation.  If  he  elects  to  work  toward  a  higher  degree  in 
graduate  school,  his  educational  deferment  will  continue. 

Upon  graduation,  lie  may  begin  employment  as  a  highly 
skilled  professional  such  as  a  teacher,  engineer,  or  doctor, 
if  his  services  are  deemed  vital  to  our  country’s  health, 
education,  or  welfare,  he  usually  will  receive  an  occu¬ 
pational  deferment. 

Paradoxically,  the  male  college  graduate  who  doesn’t 
continue  his  education  or  doesn’t  receive  a  job-directed 
deferment  is  certain  of  one  thing — Uncle  Sam  beckons. 

According  to  recruiting  officers  (who  should  know), 
graduation  is  not  the  time  to  begin  thinking  about  fulfill¬ 
ing  one’s  military  obligations.  One  should  find  out  prior 
to  graduation  what  the  various  branches  of  the  armed 
ioives  have  to  offer  and  then  plan  for  the  future.

•  Sir  Francis  Bacon 
said,  “The  best  armor 
keep  out  of  gunshot.”  This  may 
well  be  the  attitude  of  some 
individuals  who  have  presently 
come  to  be  called  “draft-dodg¬ 
ers,”  but  I  seriously  doubt  that 
this  is  the  prevailing  attitude. 

If  the  quotation  from  Bacon 
were  the  prevailing  attitude,  1 
do  not  think  the  actions  of  peo¬ 
ple  desiring  to  slay  out  of  mili¬ 
tary  service  should  be  condon¬ 
ed.  Observing  the  current 
trend  from  the  standpoint  of  a 
19-year-old  male,  however,  one 
may  conclude  that  many  are 
simply  not  prepared  to  die  for 
a  system  under  which  they  can¬ 
not  vote.  It  seems  to  be  the  at¬ 
titude  that  19-year  olds  are  not 
competent  to  mark  a  ballot  for 
a  democratic  political  system 
but  are  able  to  pull  a  trigger 
or  stop  a  bullet  in  defense  of 
that  same  system. 

•  This  is  not  an  isolated 
problem  as  it  was  during 
World  War  II  but  is  one  that 
lias  spread  throughout  the 
country.  Some  individuals  have 
burred  tlieir  draft  cards;  oth¬ 
ers  have  claimed  Canadian  cit 
izenship.  and  still  others  have 
marched  in  protest.  It  is  cer¬ 
tainly  true  that  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  these  individuals 
are  no  more  than  sensational¬ 
ists  who  are  protesting  be¬ 
cause  it  is  “the  thing  to  do,” 
but  what  about  the  sincere  in¬ 
dividuals  who  have  a  genuine 
problem? 

The  Student  Deferment  tests 
were  inaugurated  last  spring, 
but  what  kind  of  choice  is  of¬ 
fered  by  the  tests?  Students 
arc  still  being  forced  to  take 
them  as  a  measure  of  whether 
they  will  get  to  stay  in  school 

•  The  point  is:  At  first  the 
so  -  called  “draft  -  dodgers” 
were  not  listened  to.  Now  the 
Veople  are  listening  and  con¬ 
demning  without  really  listen¬ 
ing  or  considering.  Before  this 
problem  can  be  truly  resolved 
one  way  or  the  other,  the  popu¬ 
lace  must  listen,  consider,  and 
act.  All  19-year  olds  are  not 
beatniks  carrying  signs  read¬ 
ing,  "Make  love,  not  war,"  but 
many  are  responsible  individ¬ 
uals  with  genuine  concern  over 
military  conscription,  which 
could  change  or  end  tlieir  lives.

How  should  a  girl  react  when 
the  guy  in  her  life  talks  about 
the  draft,  takes  his  physical, 
receives  his  induction  papers? 

Until  a  few  months  ago  a 
ring  on  her  finger  and  a  signed 
license  were  considered  auto¬ 
matic  exemptions.  But  what 
can  a  poor  girl  do  now?  Send 
the  fellow  to  Canada? 

Many  young  women  do  not 
actually  understand  what  the 
draft  is  and,  therefore,  have 
many  misconceptions  concern¬ 
ing  it.  To  a  great  number  of 
coeds  the  draft  is  Batman  turn¬ 
ed  villain.  It  is  an  unbeatable 
force  destined  to  get  all  college 
males  with  poor  grades  who 
can  say  "all”  when  they  take 
their  physicals. 

As  citizens  of  this  country, 
all  males  over  18  have  a  mili¬ 
tary  obligation  to  fulfill.  In  the 
military  services  as  in  civilian 
life,  the  better  educated  and 
better  trained  man  is  more  val¬ 
uable  to  the  nation  and  is  more 
likely  to  earn  desired  assign¬ 
ments  and  promotions.  In  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  greater  value  of 


the  educated  man  in  military 
service,  the  Selective  Service 
Act  makes  certain  provisions 
for  deferment  of  college  age 
students. 

To  be  considered  by  Selective 
Service  as  being  eligible  for  a 
student  deferment,  an  individu¬ 
al  must  be  satisfactorily  pur¬ 
suing  a  full  time  course  of  in¬ 
struction  in  a  college,  univer¬ 
sity.  or  similar  institution  of 
learning.  Selective  Service  con¬ 
siders  a  full  lime  course  of  in¬ 
struction  to  be  one  which  will 
permit  attainment  of  the  bach¬ 
elor's  degree  in  the  normal 
four  years.  Similar  full  time 
requirements  apply  to  candi¬ 
dates  for  graduate  degrees. 

So  there  is  really  nothing  the 
members  of  the  fairer  sex  can 
do  to  avoid  being  separated 
from  their  men,  except  to  try 
to  influence  them  to  study 
harder  and  get  their  degrees. 
Since  the  draft  appears  to  be 
here  to  slay,  college  women  as 
well  as  men  should  know  the 
facts  about  it  and  face  them.

Michael  Thompson  Writes 
From  School  in  England 


The  following:  letter  was 
received  by  the  Missourian 
Staff  from  Michael  Thomp¬ 
son,  a  special  student  at 
NWMSC  last  year  from  Bury 
St.  Edmunds,  Suffolk,  Eng¬ 
land.  He  is  now  a  student  at 
the  Royal  Agricultural  Col¬ 
lege  in  Cirensccster,  Glou- 
chcstcrshire,  England. 

“Thank  you  for  sending  me 
issues  of  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian;  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  receive  them,  even 
though  my  life  is  now  far  re¬ 
moved  from  NWMSC. 

The  Royal  is  situated  near 
the  town  of  Cirencester, 
Gloucestershire,  in  that  part  of 
the  country  known  as  the  bots- 
wolds.  The  window  in  my  study 
commands  a  view  of  rural 
Gloucestershire  to  the  rolling 
hills  of  Wiltshire.  There  arc 
about  570  students  here,  of 
whom  60  are  from  overseas. 
From  the  other  countries:  Leb¬ 
anon,  India,  West  Indies,  Afri¬ 
can  states  of  the  British  Com¬ 
monwealth,  Fiji,  Australia,  and 
New  Zealand,  to  mention  a 
few  of  the  nations  represented. 

Forestry  and  sibricullural 
practice  forms  a  small  but  im¬ 


portant  part  of  a  land  agent’s 
training.  Most  of  the  students 
here  are  studying  estate  man¬ 
agement  to  qualify  for  fellow¬ 
ship  with  the  two  professional 
bodies  —  Chartered  Land 
Agents’  Society  and  Royal  In¬ 
stitution  of  Chartered  Survey¬ 
ors.  A  chartered  land  agent 
and  surveyor,  in  a  few  words, 
may  be  described  as  an  agri¬ 
cultural  economist,  legal  ad¬ 
viser,  accountant,  and  admin¬ 
istrator. 

“The  academic  year  >s 
organized  in  three  terms  each 
of  10  or  11  weeks,  and  during 
the  week  students  receive  27 
hours  of  lectures. 

“In  the  sporting  life,  there 
are  facilities  for  Rugby,  sow 
cer,  hockey,  squash  and  para? 
chute  jumping,  with  cricket, 
swimming  and  tennis  in  sum¬ 
mer.  There  also  is  a  rowing 
club  and  shoots  are  organized 
during  the  season.
